Asafcetida [S. No. 31(b)/V], Cumin Seeds and medicinal herbs frcr 
Afghanistan. , 

No. S55-ITC(PN)/60.—Attention is invited to the Ministry of Commerce & 
Industry Public Notice No. 90-ITC(PN)/59 dated the 30th September 1959 
according to which registered new-comer importers are to be granted permits 
for import of fruits (dried and fresh), Asafoetida, Cumin Seeds and Medicinal 
lierbs from Afghanistan. 

3. It has now been decided that new-comer importers registered in terms of 
the provisions contained in the said Public Notice would be granted permits 
lor import of "Pomegranates’ only from Afghanistan for a value equal to the 
value of their exports of non-traditional goods made to that country wifhin the 
period from 1st October, 1959 to 31st January, 1960. Applications already received 
from the registered New-comers for import of fresh fruits will be considered 
for issue of C.C.Ps. for Pomegranates only. Applications from other New-comers 
who have applied for permits for items other than fresh fruit can also be 
considered for issue of permits for Pomegranates, on their intimating the licensing 
authorities concerned by 3rd March. 1960 that they would like their application* 
to be considered for Pomegranates. 

8 . As stated in paragraph 5 of Public Notice No 90-ITC(PN)/59 dated the 
10th September 1959, applications for permits were to be made by the registered 
New-comers within 15 days of th° export of the Non-traditional items to 
Afghanistan. If any firm have not so far put In an application, they may now 
apply for issue of a permit for Pom-'granates only, not later than 3rd March, 1980. 

4. As stated m paragraph 4 of Public Notice No. 90-ITC(PN)/59 dated the 
SOIIi September 1959, it is again notified that exports, of Non-traditional goods 
made to Afghanistan upto 31st January 1960 only will be considered for issue 
Of permits; exports made thereafter will not be considered for the current 
Agreement period.
